Cashing in on our Assets 


(From the Toronto Daily Star) 


ANADA and the British commonwealth are 


fortunate that a great crude oil pool is de- 
veloping in the Turner Valley in the Province of 
Alberta. Only a few important oil fields are locat- 
ed under the British flag. Most of the oil used 
by the Britsh navy has to come from foreign 
countries and by routes that would be vulnerable 
in times of war. The oil of Turner Valley has 
come along at an opportune time for the British 
admiralty. Oil can be imported by Britain more 
safely from North America than from any 
other point of the compass. Badly as the Cham- 
berlain government has bungled the defencés of 
Britain, it will scarcely ignore the development of 
this great new oil field under the British flag. 

The matter is not less important to Canada 
herself, This country is spending 60 million dol- 
lars yearly in purchasing foreign oil. Yet the 
Turner Valley field is capable of producing sixty 
thousand barrels of oil per day or 22 million bar- 
rels per year, which is roughly one-half of the 
requirements of the Canadian market. It should 
be possible for much of this oil to be brought 
across country to Sarnia to displace oil that is 
imported for refining. But the railways would 
need to give a reduced freight rate on Alberta 
oil. They are languishing for lack of traffic and 
should go after this business with the determina- 
tion to get it. Every month improves the pros- 
pects of the Alberta field. The proven extent of 
the oil-bearing area has doubled and trebled and 
promises to be still further increased. The estimat- 
ed maximum quantity in the field already is 
placed at one and a half billion barrels, 

Something would be wrong with the mentality 
of this country if it clamped down its oil wells 
and limited the productic: of its oil companies 
and burned as waste immense quantities of natural 
gas while it continued to send sixty million dol- 
lars of good Canadian money abroad for imported 
oil and piled up huge steam railway deficits.

Nineteen 
hundred and thirty-eight is not a year of which 
the world can be ‘very proud; nor is this New 
Year getting off to an auspicious start. All the 
wars of last year are still raging, with a few 
added, and fears for more fill the air, and a great 
people are being persecuted. 


That great experiment in democracy, Czecho- 
Slovakia, is no more. I am cognisant of the fact 
that that state still exists, but that is all! With 
all the democratic nations washing their hands 
of her, she, perforce, has had to smother her 
ideals and become Nazi, or be exterminated. Hope 
is dead in that gallant little state. 


There have been representations for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities in Spain during the holidays. 
There is something brutally callous about this pro- 
posed armistice. It is rather as if a butcher were 
to start cutting up a still-living animal, and leave 
it to go off and have a good time before returning 
to finish the slaughtering. Rather brutal, and yet 
even here one sees the acknowledgment by the 
participants.in this vile war, that they realize 
that it is a beastly thing which they are doing, 
and that they are ashamed of being found doing it 
at this festival season. 


The Jews are being crucified in all Fascist 
States, and it adds nothing’ to the credit of we 
Christians that it is so. Yet, on the credit side, 
we find Christians in all democratic nations join- 
ing together to try and alleviate the Jews’ lot by 
transferring them to other lands. 

The state of the world hardly bears thinking 
about, and we all must sincerely work for the 
betterment of it. Let us make that our New Year’s 
Resolution,, and let us keep it. Each one of us 
can do our little ‘bit towards it. Education will 
play one of the most important roles in the bet- 
terment of international affairs. 

The “appeasement policy” in Europe, and else- 
where, has proved itself to be a failure. What 
has it gained for anyone but the Dictators? True 
understanding of each others’ problems, and each 
others’ mentality, is the logical starting-point to- 
ward peace; and the correct time to start that 
is right in the schoolroom, The teaching, and 
learning, of real co-operation and _ languages 
would be two good solid blocks on which to start 
the building of peace-minded nations. How can 
a statesman get a “good deal” for his country if 
he has to rely on an interpreter; yet it is rarely 
that British statesmen are linguists. Many “states- 
men” reach prominence through being able to lec- 
ture, or write learned books on economics, which 
(with exceptions), are mainly clever expositions 
of economic theories, and not practical facts. Some 
leaders have gained their position through the 
gift of oratory, a few through accident of birth, 
or maybe, through organisational ability, but few 
throygh love and understanding of their fellow- 
men. , 

I am afraid I have wandered very far from 
the topic on which I started; perhaps I should 
make a resolution to stick to one subject at a 
time; but the trouble is I know only too well, that, 
in common with most other resolutions, mine 
would be broken within seven days. 

I would like to take this opportunity to wish 
everyone a prosperous New Year; to all farmers, 
good crops and reasonable prices, and to my fel- 
low-farm women, I wish good health, happy chil- 
dren, and a contented, busy and useful 1939.

It is important, in trying to 
reduce, that first of all you give 
close attention to your posture 
and carriage. ( 

Surplus fat in various parts of 
the body is often caused by in- 
correct posture. A double chin 
is brought about by constantly 
holding the head down, Layers 
of fat accumulate at the part just 
ab@ve the waist, because of 
wrong carriage when walking 
and careless posture in repose. 
The base at the back of the neck 
is fatty as the result of incorrect 
head posture. 

Hold your head erect, chin in, 
shoulders back, and your chest 
high, with abdomen flat. Walk 
and sit to your full height. Not 
only will you gain in height, but 
you will gradually flatten out 
some of those curves of fat you 
have accumulated. 

There is no use in indulging in 
vigorous reducing exercises if 
your posture is going to offset 
the benefits. 

Here is a‘sit‘down exercise to 
bring a youthful neck. and chin. 
Drop chin forward onto chest. 
Then raise head upward and let 
it fall backward, chin én air. Turn 


head sharply to left,.then to right. 


and return to first positoin. Do 
this five times and repeat the 
movement several times through- 
out each day.
